A. KEPNER, WHO IS ENGAGF.D IN THE 


PHILIPPINES AS A TEACHER. 


Her Quiet Way Won. 


On board a. S. Ascension, 


Tuesday, Sept. 24,1901. 


Until you have made a trip at sea you 


cannot conceive the delightful cruise I 
am having. We left Manila for Lyte 
Island last Sunday at 6 p. m. We had a 
delightful sea. Manila Bay is usually 
rough, but on this day it was calm. Our 
old boat is a heavy steel Spanish craft i 
it moves slowly hut surely. As I sat ou 
deck watching the sun go down back of 
clouds and a volcanic mountain the only 
motion of the ship that was felt was a 
steady dotting, gliding motion, cjoou 
after we left Manila Bay moonlight took 
the place of our short twilight. How I 
wish you could have seen these tropical 
seas aud their islands lighted up with the 
moonlight. On Ibis little cruise we do 
not hear the song "Oh, its home, boys, 
home, home we ought to be," but our 
songs reveal higher spirits at present. 
Sunday night my favorite song, '-Nearer 
my God to Thee," sounded better to me 
than it had ever before. We also sang 
another beautiful hymn, "Lead Kindly 
Light." Songs at sea aud away fiorn 
home have a much stronger hold upon 
oue than we imagine they would. 


We have just now left the harbor of 


Masbate, which is the chief town ot Mat- 
bale IsUiid. It lies on the east coast of 
the island. About six of us went ashore 
with a boat load of. cargo. This little 
harbor is as beautiful as the harbor of 
Honolulu. I have never seeu a smoother 
surface on water than 1 saw oil this bay.

Like the Chinamen in Honolulu 


they break their backs with loads that 
boats or machines should carry. A good 
example of their methods was aeen on 
the ship. Here every morning two men 
were employed for about 4 hours making 
tooth picks for our dinner table. This 
was the only meal of the day we were 
furnished tooth picks. The native at 
all times seems to take much time and 
about three tnala at a task bsfore it is 
finished. 


I have not learned much of tbe natives 


of Lyte. They are Visayana aud are a 
more peaceful people than the Tagalogs. 
This island is one of the hottest islands 
in the group, but at tbe same time it is 
said to be very healthful, for there is no 
swampy district upon it; all the land is 
high and dry. 
Thia makes malaria and 


mosquitos less prevalent. Al Buraneu, 
where I am going, there is said to be an 
abundance of good, cool water. This is 
quite a feature in favor of the place. 
At 


Buranen tbe people are engaged in rais- 
ing hemp and digging sulphur. Bight 
back of tee town is said to be a high in- 
active volcano. Very likely we shall go 
over land under military escort to-mor- 
row to our home town. 


When I get there I shall let you hear 


more of my place. It is haid that out of 
Toeloban the mails are exceeding irregu- 
lar. 
One soldier told a friend of mine 


that he has had but 3 or 4 mails during 
his years' stay on the island. So it may 
be in order to wish you here a merry 
Christmas, a happy New Year and a 
glorious Fourth. My health is excellent, 
notwithstanding tbe fact that I have just 
passed through the uncertain change 
from a month at sea to a month on tropi- 
cal soil. I now feel certain that I shall 
have no trouble in this line. 6-uyer, also, 
is getting stouter upon bis rice, chicken, 
fish, bananas, oranges, mangos, chicos 
and pineapples. The above articles are 
plentiful and cheap, but fresh smoke- 
houpe cider and nutmeg cahteloupes are 
not. Our fish are served to us with their 
beads on. This seems strange.

The people of Gettysburg will be asked 


in the near future, if the plan at preseut 
proposed is consummated, to contribute 
$3000 for the purpose of paying expenses 
incidental to t,he establishment here of 
an important industry. Definite infor- 
mation is not as yet given out as to the 
personnel of the management or the bus- 
iness nor have the plans been fully de- 
veloped, but the project is in tbe hands 
of business men who are responsible and 
capable. 


The people of our town have been de- 


ceived in several ventures in which they 
have placed their money and there has 
arisen a suspicion of new ideas. This is 
quite natural, but we should not allow a 
good thing to pass by, and if the indus- 
try referred to in a communication found 
in another column proves to be what it 
purports to be it should have all the as- 
sistance the town can give it. 
We un- 


derstand that a committee will call upon 
our people in tbe interest of this new in- 
dustry, and we have no doubt it will be 
fully explained. If it meets with the ap- 
proval of those whom it is sought to in- 
terest let support be given it liberally. 
Employment for a larger number of men 
is what Gettysburg wants and the new 
proposition is deserving of serious con- 
sideration. 


ASOT11EK SATIOSAL PARK. 


In line with the founding of national 


parks it is proposed to acquire Valley 
.Forge, and bills to carry that intention 
into effect have been introduced in Con- 
gress. 


It has been demonstrated at Gettys- 


burg what can be done in making a na- 
tional park, for the plan here has re- 
sulted in tbe establishment of the most 
completely and accurately marked, the 
grandest and most extensive in its scope 
and altogether the most conspicuous of 
tbe battle grounds of the world; and as 
tbe park here is commemorative of tbe 
valor and patriotism of American sol- 
diers during the Rebellion so would a 
similar park at Valiey Forge be a mem- 
orial to the courage of Washington and 
his men. 
Valley Forge as a historic 


spot deserves to be made one of the na- 
tional shrines of the great republic, in 
whose beginning it figured ao gloriously. 
The story of American heroism displayed 
there is the supreme epic of the Kevolu- 
tionory war. 


TUB SCllLEY M1S-T1UAL. 


It is most deeply to be regretted that 


the two inferior members of the Schley 
Court of li quiry, constituting a majority 
ot that body, have had the hardihood to 
make a report voicing substantially the 
prejudices of jualous follow-oifioers in the 
Navy Department, rather than the plain 
truth, as made manifest to the Ameiicau 
public by the great event with which 
the whole world is familiar. The ma- 
jority lepoit admits, indeed, that "Ad- 
miral Schley's conduct during the battle 
was self-possessed and that he encour- 
aged m his own purdou his subordinate 
officers ami men"—thus disposing of the 
absurd "caitiff" charge—but in respect 
to his entire management of the ileet 
Ixifoie the oattle of Santiago arid during 
that victorious action the majority re- 
port finds the Admiral at fault.

A citizen of Gettysburg who has been in 


part instrumental in making arrangements 
for the location of a new and important 
industry here writes a communication on 
the subject, iu which he makes au appeal 
for the good wishes and financial assist- 
ance of the townpeople. 


It appears that tbe gentlemen who are 


concerned in this movement have deter- 
mined to create the industry referred to, 
and will bring it to Gettysburg in case the 
$5000 for various expenses is donated by 
tbe town. 


Tbe communication reads as follows: 
Gettysburg at last has an opportunity to 


locate an industry—an Iron Mill—which 
will give employment to 150 men with 
probable increase to a much larger num- 
ber as the business develops. 
The pay- 


roll from the start for the 150 men will be 
about $5000 per month. Tbe capital stock 
of the proposed corporation ie $100,000, 
all of which has been subscribed. The only 
condition imposed upon the people of Get- 
tysburg, as a consideiation for the indus- 
try locating at this place instead of else- 
where, is that the sum of $5000 be donated 
to tbe industry. This is asked for the 
purpose of defraying certain necessary ex- 
penses and also more particularly as show 
ing the good will and desire on the part of 
our citizona to have this industry here. 


A suitable site containing about 4 acres 


has been offered at a reasonable price, aud 
it is to be hoped there will be no difficulty 
in raising the required $5000. A number 
of disinterested gentlemen have volun- 
teered to canvas the town^and they should 
meet a hearty reception. The sum to be 
raised in this instance is not nearly BO 
much as inducements offered by other 
towns for industries of a similar size. Who 
then would be benefitted by this industry 
locating here, and who should contribute 
to the same ? 


There being no skilled mechanics here 


in Una line, probably 50 or more meu 
would have to be brought here, most of 
whom would have families. 
Thia would 


immediately mean more houses, and that 
would produce business for the lumber and 
hardware merchants, brickmakers, car- 
penters, plumbers, plasterers, laborers, 
etc. 
Thia addition to our population 


would increase the number of customers 
for the bakers, butchers, merchants, and 
profesaioual men, and those of our people 
obtaining regular employment would also 
be raised to a higher financial basis than 
now while only irregularly employed. 
Other advantages of having manufacturing 
industries in our town would be that our 
young men, instead af seeking employ- 
ment elsewhere, would have ample oppor- 
tunity afforded them at home, and thus 
help build up tbe town. 
Which of our 


older families but has one, two or more 
boya who have had to leave home in order 
to find employment? Thia is the only 
reason that Gettysburg does not grow ae 
it should. 


Who then would be benefited by this 


industry? Every real estate owner, every 
professional mau, every mechanic and la- 
borer. And who should contribute toward 
the fund necessary? Every good citizen 
who has the interest of the town at heart. 
It is to be hoped that.the citizen who is 
willing and anxious to have industries of 
tnisi class locate here and be benefited by 
them, but who is only willing that others, 
not he, should contribute, will not be 
found this time. 
Heretofore that class 


has been too large. It is paid-up subscrip- 
tions to the fund that will bring industries 
to Gettysburg, not good wishes only. 
Therefore let us each and every one do his 
part, not only in subscribing the required 
amount, but in showing our appreciation ; 
let os greatly over-reach the sum. 
It is 


proposed in this case.that those who con- 
tribute to the fund shall also, as far as 
possible, be the reapers of the benefits. 


Let us, therefore, do all in our power to 


locate ttiis Industry here and make it but 
the beginning of manufacturing growth 
for Gettysburg^which will place us on a 
level with our neighboring towns—Han- 
over, York, Carlisle, Cbambersburg and 
Waynesboro.

POSITION OF THE FARMER. 


A WRITER'S ARGUMENT INDICATES GOOD 


PRICES IN THE FUTURE. 


One would suppose in these days of 


trusts and monopolies that the plodding 
farmer was one of all human beings that 
Nature placed in the most dependent po- 
sition. Since the civil war the farmer 
has. it is true, uncomplainingly gone 
about his business, growing the produce 
that, by the manipulation of more skilled 
hands, was destined to build up the 
greatest cities, the most colossal enter- 
prises, and the greatest nation the world 
has ever seen. 
Nowhere within the 


cycle of time, represented by history, baa 
anything like it ocsurred, nor, until more 
fertile territory, with as congenial cli- 
mate is discovered will the like occur 
again. During the closing years of the 
sixties the tide of immigration rushed • o 
the great west, to the then unlimited 
fertile prairies, awaiting only the home- 
less, oppressed and overcrowded laborer 
of other nations, who, under the foster- 
ing and benevolent care of so liberal a 
nation as ours, commenced building 
homes for themselves where oppression 
no longer held sway and where the laud- 
lord no longer had control. Is it any 
wonder that a marvelous development 
followed, combining as it did all that 
was best of virgin soil with most of the 
best of robust man ami womanhood, 
coupled with man's greatest and noblest 
incentive to work for himself and wor- 
ship God according to his desires. The 
free soil ia now about all occupied. 
What Uncle Sam has uow to give away 
is not, as in the post, ready to go upon 
and begin the production of all that 
man's nature requires to sustain itself. 
Climatic conditions no longer exist where 
all that is needed is labor. Bemoteneas, 
inaccessibility, the inability to sink arte- 
sian and other wells and many other ob- 
stacles that only those who have tried 
pioneer life can understand are problems 
confronting the settler of to-day and are 
most of the time beyond his ability and 
control. 
To be brief, it now requires 


capital as well as labor to further devel- 
op our public domain. 
The ability to 


produce, as heretofore, no longer exists ; 
our virgin prairies have been depleted to 
some extent of their fertility. 
The 


wholesale production can no longer con- 
tinue without intelligent rotation, coup- 
led with every available means of sup- 
plying in return the decreasing fertility 
that constant and injudicious cropping 
has entailed. It baa been asserted in 
the past that any deficiency in the hog 
market could be remedied within a year. 
That our great productive 
resources 


would rush to the rescue of an upward 
market and check it in a short time. 
Also that high-priced hogs one year were 
a true index to cheap hogs the next year. 
While this is true of the past there is no 
probability nor assurance of it in the fu- 
ture. Without entering into statistics 1 
wish to say that the last three years of 
high-priced animal products has forever 
cast a doubt over our ability to over- 
supply the demand.—A writer in the 
Prairie Farmer. 


WOMEN BUTTERMAKERS. 


A great many farmers' wives are ex- 


cellent buttermakers, but no matter 
how expert the wife may be in the 
science of buttermakiug, if the husband 
or hired man brings the milk to her con- 
taminated witn stable odors, if hairs, 
pieces of ensilage, straw, etc., are floating 
on the milk, her efforts will ba in vain, 
and her natural woman's ambition to do 
things well meets with a setback when 
told that the butter is good color, salted 
just right, grain good, package neat, but 
poor flavor. She has done her part well 
and according to rule, and she butter 
should be perfect in flavor. Much has 
been said about poor butter made upon 
the farm, and there is truth in the state- 
meat, but often It is not the fault of the 
hard-working and painstaking woman, 
but can be traced directly to feed, care 
of cows and method of milking. 
In 


other words, the man is often to blame 
for the reputation his wife gets as a but- 
termaker. Usually, however, the wo- 
man buttermaker becomes educated in 
what constitutes good milk and how it 
is produced, and demands that right 
methods be adopted at that end of the 
business. While the farm may not be 
the best place in the world to make good 
butter, it has been the source of much 
fine butter in the past, and will continue 
to be a factor in the future. 
Where 


your wife has charge ef such work she 
should insist on having the best of facili- 
ties with which to work, among which 
is a good farm separator and a good 
churn. 
She will not need a bntter 


worker, as with * little practice batter 
can he salted and worked in the churn. 
If she has the right kind of a husband 
the chances are that she will make good 
butter.— Wisconsin Agriculturist.
